“KIT” CIRCUITS. 

The resources of design workshops and re- 
search laboratories are behind most good 
quality “kit’’ circuits. So that failure in 
making the correct connections is reduced 
to a minimum. ch component has been 
tested, and panel and baseboard have been 
drilled and punched in such a way that there 
is but one way, and that the correct way. to 
make the assembly complete. Cossor, Lissen, 
G.E.C., and United dio Manufacturers’ 
“kits ’’ of parts can be recommended. 

From the “kit” receiver we come to the 
completed instrament, and whether the latter 
possess two or ten valves, satisfaction within 
the resources of the set can be ‘assured. At 
no previous year in the history of Radio 
has the same robustness of design been so 
manifest. A two-valve set costing eight or 
ten pounds will give good quality production 
of the local stations’ transmissions up to a 
distance of about thirty miles. This-is a con- 
serwative estimate, and, =: ctually, much 
greater distances can usually be obtained with 
ease. The addition of an extra valve makes 
all the difference in the world to the quality 
and range of the receiver without making a 
proportionate increase in the price. Three or 
four pounds more will suffice for these benefits. 
For twenty or twenty-two pounds one can 
obtain a really first class instrument, capable 
of receiving the transmissions of every im- 
portant British and European station; also 
the transmissions of many American stations 
in the wee sma’ hours! This may seem a 
lot of money at first glance, but to those 
who cannot afford it, a few pounds in cash, 
and the balance paid over a period of months, 
makes the picture an altogether different one. 
The fact that one’s house does not possess 
electric light need not deter one when a 
modern radio store is entered. The prevailing 
fashion is for all-electric sets, and rightly so, 
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thing to do with it. To-day, however, the 
complicated super-het. has been subdued and 
kuocked into shape. Three controls are about 
the average to be found on a 1954 model. One 
controls is a switch to change 
irom one waveband to another, a 
volume coutrol makes the second, and the 
most important of all, the tuning condenser, 
makes the third. Tuning can be done by a 
vhild of about five years. There is no 
mystery about it at all. Many receivers 
possess illuminated tuming dials with the 
names of the principal stations engraved on 
them, so that to tune a station in the indica- 
tor is merely turned to the required degree, 
and the volume control adjusted.

METHOD OF EXECUTION. 


Sentence of death will be carried out in 
Colorado in future by means of a lethal gas 
chamber instead of by hanging. A law to 
that effect -has been passed by the State Legis- 
lature.

DIFFICULTIES. 

The Government's new Unemployment Act, 
it is pointed out, does not really solve the 
problem for the Boards of Assistance. It is 
true that, by dealing with applicants through 
the Labour Exchanges, it will mean that 
the Boards will not have to deal 
with as large sums of money as formerly, 
but it will not relieve them from their former 
duties or lessen their costs of administration. 
The scale of relief provided by the Act is 
lower than that which obtains at present, and 
the “Boards think it very likely that they mil 
have to make up the difference. '' We do not 
deal with unemployment, but with destitu- 
tion,” said an official, ' and if a man says 
that his grant is insufficient we will have to 
investigate his case, just as we did before. 
According to the regulations a man will not 
he able to claim relief before he has been six 
days unemployed, and it would probably be 
another week before his application went 
through. During that fortnight, therefore, we 
will be called upon to provide him with tem- 
porary relief.”’ 

This Act, which is not expected to be put 
into force for some months yet, has given 
rise “to a good deal of criticism im many 
quarters, and will be discussed at to-day's 
meeting of the Dublin Board of Assistance, 
when a report from the supervising officers 
will be considered.

COLEMAN IN WITNESS BOX. 


STORY OF HIS 
CAREER. 
STOCK MARKET 
DEALS.

WY "recused HENRY COLEMAN, the 


accused man, gave evidence yester- 


day at the Central Criminal Court, ' 


Dublin, in his own behalf. 
against him is of havin 
premises at 22 Charlotte street on the night 
of 29th January or the morning of Wth 
January last; of having made a fraudulent 
claim for £20,000 (or part thereof) against 
the New Irelana Assurance Company, with 
whom the premises and stock were insured ; 
and of having made ‘material omissions as to 
his assets in a statement of affairs submitted 
to the Gourt of Bankruptcy. This was the 
ninth day of the trial. ! 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed “by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. ©. 8. 
Campbell, K.C, and Mr. Nolan Whelan 
(instructed by Mr D. H. Charles) defended. 

In answer tc Mr. FitzGerald, the accused 
man gave a sketch of his early career. During 
the Great War he was engaged by Sir 
Howard Grubb in his scientific instrument 
works in Rathmines, and towards the end of 
the War was Sir Howard's chief experimental 
assistant. After the War he spent a time at 
the Islandbridge barracks, in the British 
Ordnance Department, principally engaged in 
experimental work on wireless and radio 
control. When‘ he left that employment in 
1919 he worked as an electrical contractor, 
and, as his connection developed, he pur- 
chased a builder’s yard in Charlotte street. 
It was a very ramshackle concern when he 
took it over, 
and it suited him. 
between 1920 and 1922, he spent several 
thousand pounds on it. With the exception 
of one advance from the Civil Service Build- 
ing nays 4 which was repaid within twelve 
months, all the money so invested had been 
earned and saved by himself. 


THIRD WIRELESS FIRM. 


He did very well in the electrical and 
wireless business, which was just developing 
when he started at Charlotte street. In fact, 
his was the third firm in the world to start 
on the manufacture of wireless sets, the first 
two having been Marconi and Radio Com- 
munications. He experimented and made 
sets of his own In addition to this, he had, 
from the age of sixteen, 
interested in electro-medical treatment of 
certain diseases, and studied the subject 
extensively. He patented some thirty devices 
in connection with electrical and _ electro- 
medical apparatus, and, in 1924 and 1925, he 
patented two improvements in deep ray 
medical therapy apparatus. : 

During 1928, 1 and 1930 he paid several 
visits to the Continent to study developments 
in electro-medical treatments, and, finding 
that great advances had been made there as 
compared with this country, he came to the 
conclusion that there was an opening in 
Ireland in that direction, particularly as the 
sweepstakes were likely to provide Jarge sums 
for the better equipment of Free State hos- 
Ea In March, 1929, he was in Cairo, 
igypt, and met there Dr. Otto Mueller. a 
German medical expert on the subject. Find- 
ing that Dr. Mueller was interested in his 
experiments, he mentioned his idea, and. as a 
result, Dr. Mueller came to Dublin later, and 
inspected his premises in Charlotte street. 
About that time he (Coleman) wrote the 
pamphlet, ‘‘ Health and Beauty,” and sent 
the manuscript to the printers. But various 
things intervened, and the printers did not 
finish their job until March, 1931. That book- 
let was never issued to the public, and he 
gave only a few copies te immediate friends. 
He was more interested just then in the ready 
market he was finding for X-Ray and similar 
apparatus. but the establishment of an insti- 
tute for electro-medical treatment was always 
in his mind. He fitted up some rooms in 
Charlotte street with that end in view. Mean- 
time he attended British Government sales of 
scientific and other goods, including aeroplane 
landing lights, suitable for adaptation as Ray 
therapy instruments. i 

Having about £10,000 on deposit in 1931, 
he opened a bank account in Threadneedle 
street in the name of Charles Rebbins, and 
began to invest in electrical and radio shares, 
which shares he deemed it better business to 
buy in the London rather than in the Dublin 
market. He next conceived the idea of pur- 
chasing more suitable premises than those at 
Charlotte street for his proposed electro- 
medical institute, and opened an account in 
Barclay’s Bank in the name of “ A. Ander- 
son’’ to finance the husiness when started 
there. In July, 1932, he went into possession 
of 25 Merrion square, and determined to start

The only 
possible thing for me to do in the circum- 
stances was to adopt a trade name, and | 
chose. the name of “' Alexanderson’”’ as being 
as good as anything else, particularly as | 
had an account in the name of Alex. Ander- 
son already. As the premises were not 
ready they could not be registered at thie 
moment. 

Continuing, Coleman said his idea was to 
get a qualified medical man to prescribe the 
treatment to be given in the institute, and 
he would apply it. That was the common 
practice on the Continent. 

The chromium-plated device found at Mer- 
rion square was produced, and Mr. Justice 
Meredith said that ‘‘ A Anderson,” was de- 
scribed on it as the “Principal.”  . 

The witness explained that the principal 
had not yet been selected. He told the 
workers in Merrion square that they were 


| working for Dr, Anderson, but that was an 
| American “ stant,’’ and he wanted to give 


them the impression that he was only the 
contractor. In order to get the advantage 
of the trade discount, supplies for Merrion 
square were ordered from the Scientific Elec- 
trical Works at Charlotte street, and were 
delivered there. They were also unpacked 
there for convenience. : 

As to the “'secret staircase ’’ in 25 Merrion 
square, that was really a service chute to 
hold all the wires and pipes required for the 
house. It ran through the centre of all 
the old landings, which, in houses of the 
Merrion square type, were a sort of waste 
places, ual a series of ladders in it gave 
the plumbers access to all the pipes, and 
even allowed for repairs being done to the

STOCK WORTH £20.000.

approached the Phonix Company to 
know if they would increase the policy. 
After =e they refused to increase it 
because of woodworking on the premises, un- 
less he paid a premium at the rate of 21s. 
per cent. That seemed a prohibitive rate, 
and he cancelled the policy. Jt was some 
months later that Mr. Brassington and Mr. 
Cooney, of the New Ireland Assurance Co., 
made a thorough inspection of the premises, 
and that he insured with that company at 
4s. 6d. per cent. for £20,000, 

He described the purchase and insurance 
of the Alfa Romeo car. It was worth £700 
to him, aud he would not have sold it for 
that. He fitted it with electric air heating 
and a dual iguition system, and made various: 
other improvements. 

It was a foolish and absurd suggestion 
that he burned the Charlotte street premises. 
In fact, he had intended to extend his busi- 
ness there, and the stock in it at the time 
of the fire was slightly above normal. 

Describing the night of the fire, witness said 
that he brought back the Alfa Romeo about 
midnight. e put it inside, and left the 
other car, the Vauxhall, convenient to take 
out in the morning, as the high powered Alfa 
Romeo was very uneconomic for business use. 
He used it fer pleasure only. 


He was summoned to the fire at 1.40 a.m., | 


and was there until 5.30 a.m. He gave every 
assistance he could to put it out. The fol. 
lowing morning he rang up the insurance com- 
pany as soon as he thought their offices would 

open. The company’s officials came at once, 
and the sifting of the débris was begun. He 
did not know that any claim was to be 
presented to the insurance company, and he 
did not sign anything that he considered to 
be in the nature of a claim. His books and 
records had been destroyed in the fire, and 
he signed a summary, subject to amendments 
and alterations, prepared by his assessors, 
as showing the articles burned at Charlotte 
street. So far as he knew, neither the insur- 


auce company nor their assessors ever ques- | 


tioned the details shown on the summary. 


A DEAL IN STOCKS, 


Questioned about incidents in April last, 
when, according to the prosecution, he was 
preparing to leave the country, the witness 
said he informed the police that, if a 
message were left at 22.(harlotte street, he 
would arrange to meet them at any time 
they fixed. About that time he had a 
number of important business affairs to settle 
in London. The principal was about a deal 
in shares. He held some £1.500 worth of a 
certain stock, which stood at 21s. 9d., and 
he had information that it-was due for a 
“flop.” He wanted. to see his stockbroker 
urgently to deal with that situation in time. 
By reason of his arrest he was unable to do 
so, and the shares dropped to lls. 9d. 
Another matter was that, in order to settle 
with his creditors, he wished to arrange for 
the sale of some stocks and securities. A 
third concern was that he wished to go to 
Belfast and Glasgow to secure the services 
of a suitable man to act as principal of his 
proposed institute in Merrion square. 


Asked why he had not insured his Merrion | 


square house, witness said that he could not 
usefully take any steps in that direction 
until all the fittings had been completed 
there, as any surveyor for an insurance com- 
pany would insist on seeing the premises in 
a finished state. Apart from that, he under- 
stood that when he bought the premises the 
usual precautions would have been taken 
to ensure the protection of the property for 
the owner until final arrangements were 
made. 

Denying that he had evaded Detective In- 
spector Lynch on 22nd April, when the 
inspector called at 25 Merrion square, wit- 
ness said that the apprentice, Murphy, told 
him there was a man who might be an 
E.S8.B. inspector or a detective at the door. 
He paid no attention te the remark, think- 
ing there was some doubtful character at the 
door, but went to the basement to see that 
the switchboard was being left in proper 
order. He was so engaged for about ten 
minutes, and, when he came upstairs again, 
there was no one to be seen, and the house 
appeared to be empty, so he went out through 
the hall-door. 


THE ARREST. 

Describing his arrest in Nassau street by 
Inspector (then Sergeant) Lynch and Detec- 
tive Officer McEvoy, the witness said that 
he tad sent Miss O’Connor to a solicitor’s 
office for the lease of 25 Merrion square. He 
was in Lincoln place when he saw her re- 
turning with an envelope in her hand, and 
he drove slowly towards her. He opened the 
door as he came alongside her, and she 
stepped in. Immediately he felt a man’s 
hand clutching him by the shoulder, and he 
next saw Sergeant Lynch step from a police 
ear and snatch the envelope from Miss 
O'Connor. Having taken his papers from 
his pocket, Sergeant Lynch asked him, 
“Who is Anderson?’ and he _ replied, 
“That is one of my trade names.” 

Mr. FitzGerald later asked the witness— 
Had you been guilty of burning your pre- 
mises! 

““ Certainly not,” said the witness. 

Or of any fraud on the insurance com- 
pany 7—Certainly not. 

Witness went on to say that from the date 
of his arrest on 25th April last he was kept 
in custody until released by order of the 
High Court about 4th August. lt was not 
until some ten days later he got an oppor- 
tunity of seeing his premises in Charlotte 
street, and, when he did see them, he found 
that everything had been upset since he 
had inspected them with the assessors in 
February. 


£9,000 WORTH FOR SALE, 


In order to give some idea of the stock in 
Charlotte street the witness mentioned that 
as far back as 1327 he had such an accumula- 
tion that he sent £9,000 worth to an auction 
room for sale. Dublin, however, was not 
scientifically-minded at the time, and he sold 
only about £200 worth, the balance being 
brought back. 

He contested a statement made by Mr. 
Dohmann, the German expert on electro- 
medical appliances examined for the prosecu- 
tion, that. 202 lots mentioned in the claim 
presented to the insurance company could not 
fit in the test-room at Charlotte street. As 
a matter of fact, said the witness, there were 
762 articles listed as having been in that 
room. They varied in cubic content from 
one-quarter of a cubic inch to 43 cubic feet.

THE DRUMCONDRA | 
MURDER. 
JUDGMENT IN APPEAL 
CASE TO-DAY. 


— 4+—— 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE FITZGIBBON, 
JUSTICE HANNA and MR. JUSTICE 
O'BYRNE.) 


In the Court of Criminal Appeal the hear- 
ing concluded of the appeal on behalf of John 
Fleming, at present in Mountjoy Jail under 
sentence of death, on conviction for the 
murder of his wife, Ellen Fleming, at their 
home, 48 Carlingford road, Dublin, on July 
26 last. After a trial lasting six days he waa 
convicted, and sentenced at the Criminal 
Court, Green street, Dublin, on November 21. 

The defence was an alibi, and the appeal 
was also taken on a number of other grounds, 
including the admissibility of evidence relat- 
ing to an alleged attempt by Fleming to ad- 
minister strychnine to his wife on a former 
occasion. 

Mr. John Hooper (instructed by Mr. Liam 
Trant McCarthy) a red for the appellant ; 
and Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. 
Diarmaid Fawsitt (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) for the Attorney-General. 

Continuing his argument, Mr. Maguire 
stated that sixty bloodstains were found on 
the clothing of the prisoner. The outstand- 
ing fact that the last person known to have 
been in the house before the crime occurred 
was Fleming. He was the only person who 
was familiar with the movements of the dead 
woman, and who could have lain in ambush, 
and have descended upon her with such sud- 
denness and unexpectedness. He was the only 
person who could have known of the weapon 
with which the crime was undoubtedly com- 
mitted—the hammer, which afterwards disap- 
peared. 

There was the fact, counsel continued, that 
he must have made his escape by the back, as 
shown by the position of the body, which 
prevented the opening of the door to the 
front. A person going out by the front would 
have been certain to have been observed in 
such a long street. The suggestion that the 
crime had been committed by an outsider, 
with the object of robbery, was not only im- 
probable, but unthinkable. 

Dealing with the subject of evidence about 
the question of Fleming's whereabouts at the 
material time, counsel said that Mr. Justice 
Meredith did not comment at the trial on any 
failure to make a statement. The prisoner, 
in fact, made two statements, so that it would 
not ne open to “Ír. Justice Meredith to com- 
ment on the fact that he made no statement. 
Any statement made would be subject to fair 
comment, Counsel further said that he 
doubted if there was ever a charge conducted 
at every stage with such fairness towards the 
prisoner, 

Mr. Maguire said that it was conterided 
that the judge indicated to the jury—and it 
was relied on as a misdirection—that it was 
their function to find out whe committed the 
crime: in other words, that they were to 
go on a roving inquiry into who was the 
murderer, as distinct from the one issue 
whether the prisoner was guilty or not guilty. 
That objection was unsustainable, because the 
judge right through was referring to the 
evidence bringing the prisoner into direct 
contact with the crime, and to take out one 
or two expressions in contradistinction to the 
general tenor and the express language of the 
charge was to put the judge in an intoler- 
able position 

Counsel finally submitted that the appeal 
was wholly unsustainable, and ought to be 
dismissed. 

Mr. Fawsitt followed on the same side. 

Mr, Hooper said that he wished to add 
that, in commenting on the judge’s charge 
about the failure to give more substantial 
evidence in support of the alidt, he only 
referred to the comment on the failure of 
the prisoner to do so before giving evidence 
in the witness chair. He did not wish to 
refer to any comment about the silence of 
the prisoner, because there was no such 
comment. 

The arguments having closed, 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said—We are not in 
a position to give judgment now, but we will 
put the case in the list for judgment to- 
morrow morning.

THE .NOTICE OF MOTION.

The notice of motion which has been 
handed in on behalf of General O’ Duffy 
seeks relief by way of habeas corpus 
under Article 6 of the Constitu- 
tion, which provides that “no per- 
son shall be deprived of his liberty 
except in accordance with law.” The 
motion requests that the individuals con- 
cerned shall be forthwith released on the 
ground that they are unlawfully detained, 
that they were arrested without warrant 
and are being detained without lawful 
justification or excuse; that they were 
arrested and are being detained for an 
alleged offence unknown to the law— 
namely, the wearing of a blue shirt. 

The allegations are supported by affi- 
davits made by Mr. Patrick Hughes, 34 
Upper Dominick street, Dublin, hotel 
proprietor, who accompanied General 
O’ Duffy to Westport, and Mr. Patrich 
F. O'Reilly, solicitor, 66 Dame street 
Dublin. :

In another affidavit Mr. O’Reilly stated 
that from the facts related by Mr. Hughes 
the applicants appeared to have been 
arrested for wearing a shirt coloured blue, 
which constituted no offence known to 
the law. and that, therefore, they were 
being detained unlawfully. 


DOCUMENTS IN REPLY. 


On behalf of the Attorney-General

The shortest and most destructive outbreak 
of fire seen tn Drogheda for a great many 
Years occurred yesterday morning at the 
Greenmount and Boyne Linen and Cotton 
Mills, ‘treenbills, Drogheda, where one 
large department, in which one hundred 
aul twenty people were employed, was 
burned to ashes in  half-an-hour, while 
the extensive offices adjoining were also 
badly damaged by the blaze.

He 
immediately gave the alarm, and when the 
many hundred employés of the mills ran from 
the variogs parts of the premises to assist in! 
putting out the fire it was found that the 
making-up department, a one-storey building, 
largely constructed of timber, was enveloped 
in flames, 

Fire extinguishers and buckets of water 


were obtained, and an attempt was made to 
communicate with Mr. Daniel Lennon, Chief 
of the Drogheda Fire Brigade, by telephone, 


' but the wires had already been burned away 
by the flames coming from the roof of the | 


building, with the result that a messenger had 
to be sent over to Mr. Lennon s house at the 
other end of the town. Meanwhile the 
making-up department blazed away, the 
flames reaching high into the air. 

As the fire was mainly at the roof of the 
premises in the beginning, a great deal of 
the finished goods and stored material was 
removed to a place of safety by employés at 
considerable risk, but ‘the larger portion was 
destroyed in the fire. 


OFFICES ATTACKED. 


In a short time the flames had spread to 
the offices. a substantial stone building near 
the making department, and every effort was 
then made to remove the books and docu- 
ments to a safe place. Most of the book 
and papers were saved from the blaze, but 
some others, which were locked in desks, 
were completely destroyed when the fire 
gained a hold on the offices. 

The fire brigade arrived shortly after 8.30, 
in charge of Mr. Dan Lennon, and Cuivie 
Guards, in-charge of Sergeant Savage, were 
also present, but every hone of saving the 
making-up department was then abandoned, 
and the hoses were chiefly used to save the 
offices and to prevent the fire from spreading 
to. the remaining portions of the mills, 
which are a most extensive premises. 
The blazing department was _ actually 
attached to the fire house and other portions 
of the mill, and most of the brigade's atten- 
tions were directed towards cutting off the 
flames before the whole place caught fire, This 
was successfully accomplished, and the offices 


were saved, only the windows and roof being } 


damaged to any great exient. 

The fire lasted only about half an hour, 
with the exception of the hours of smouldering 
which followed, and during that time the 
making-up department was completely wiped 


out, nothing remaining but a large heap of 
smouldering linen, cotton, dresses, and dress 
materials, 

lt was an elaborately equipped premises, 
all the most up-to-date machinery of the trade 


' being used there, and its loss means the loss 


of employinent to 120 girls and boys, ‘There 
is little doubt entertained that but for the 
action of the fire brigade, Civic Guards, and 
mill employés, under the direction of Mr. 


. McElderry and Mr. Cowdy, managing direc- 


tors of the mills, the entire premises would 
have been destroyed. 

It is believed the fire was caused in the 
making-up department by the fusing ol 
electric wires. 

It will be remembered that only last Thurs- 
day a tour of inspection of this extensive 
linen: mills was made by Mr. Sean Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, who 
expressed himself as very pleased with the 
factory equipment and the quality of the pro- 
ducts.

At a meeting of the County Wicklow Board 
of Health, a letter was read from the Minister 
for Local Government with reference to a 
resolution passed by the County Council, 
instructing the solicitors, Messra, J. H. 
McUarroll and Ce. to stay proceedings in the 
District Court against a number of rate- 
payers who were in arrears until 14th 
January in order to give them time in which 
to pay the moiety due. The Minister 
added :—" The positions of the County 
Council and of their officers in this matter 
were explained so recently as October 9th last 
by circular, and the Minister cannot but ex- 
press his surprise at the action taken by the 
County Council. The Council have entirely 
exceeded their powers, and the resolution ts 
ultra vires Each of the collectors should be 
informed accordingly, and instructed that it 
is his duty to enforce the immediate 
collection of rates by all legal means at his 
disposal. The Minister will not permit the 
victimisation of any collector by the Council 
for proceeding in this way but; on the other 
Mail the collectors should all understand 
that poundage fees will not be. sanctioried 
en the collections are effectively pur- 
sued, 

Mr. J. J. Bourne said that the resolution 
was not unreasonable, as, if the ratepayerr 
pleaded lack of means in court, they would 
receive time to pay though a decree would 
be given against them, and the Council only 
tried to save them the expense and trouble 


of court proceedings.

So far 
ds shop assistants were concerned, the flood 
did not set in until December. but Customs 
officers were caught in the deluge as far back 
as last October. With thousands of pounds 
worth of goods still to be cleared, although 
the flow has now abated, they are struggling 
m the backwash. 

When I visited the Dublin docks yesterday 
in search of information I found that the 
normal reticence of the Customs officers had 
been accentuated by the stress of work, but 
importers, on the contrary, were quite pre- 
pared to discuss their troubles. 

‘The normal difficulties attaching to the 
Christmas trade has been aggravated this year 
ten-fold,” said one of them, adding that, 
without casting any reflection on the officials, 
who had done their best in the circumstances, 
it was a fact that commodities had been held 
up to such an extent as had not been known 
since the period immediately following the last 
Budget. 

“Although there has been considerable 
clarification for both exporters and importers 
since then as to what is dutiable,” he said; 
“there are inevitably a great many classes 
of imports which might be described as 
border--line cases, m respect of which the 
interpretation ef the Revenue Commissioners 
Is required. This has given tise to delay in 
clearance, which, apart from the damage that
